Mr.  Fred  Moffett 


While  new  buildings  and  facilities  spring  up  each  year,  a little  of  the  old  Berkeley 
High  School  seems  to  drift  away. 

For  nearly  a quarter  of  a century,  the  name  of  Fred  Moffett  has  represented  a great 
tradition  and  spirit  at  Berkeley  High.  During  Mr.  Moffett's  magnificent  reign  as  head 
football  coach,  BHS  enjoyed  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  colorful  reputations  in  all 
Northern  California.  The  very  mention  of  Berkeley  High  evoked  not  just  chills  from  the 
opposition,  but  also  admiration  and  respect. 

But  today,  that  particular  era  of  Berkeleyana  comes  to  the  inevitable  parting  of  the 

ways. 

After  23  years  at  Berkeley  High  School,  that  little  man  with  the  poker  face,  sharp  and 
witty  humor,  and  the  warm,  sincere  heart,  "hangs  'em  up,"  as  they  say  in  sports  parlance. 

And  thus  it  is  with  great  pride  (tinged  with  sadness,  of  course),  that  we  dedicate  this 
Pod  to  that  Grand  Old  Man  of  Berkeley  High  who  is  retiring  from  active  coaching  and 
teaching. 

Men  such  as  Mr.  Moffett  don't  come  around  just  every  year.  We  feel  Berkeley  High 
has  been  most  fortunate  to  have  had  him  as  "our  coach." 

It  would  be  near  impossible  to  list  the  myriad  of  accomplishments,  on  and  off  the 
athletic  field,  that  Mr.  Moffett  has  achieved  as  coach  and  teacher  as  BHS. 

The  boys  he  has  influenced,  helped,  inspired  and  provided  guidance  runs  into  the 
thousands.  The  testimony  to  this  are  the  many  ex-Berkeley  High  and  ex-Moffett  athletes 
and  students  who  have  carved  outstanding  careers  for  themselves  and  are  now  scattered 
throughout  the  world. 

Although  he  has  coached  varsity  track,  baseball  and  tennis  here,  Mr.  Moffet  is  best 
renowned  for  the  19  exciting  years  as  head  football  coach.  From  1943  to  1961,  Berkeley 
High  enjoyed  perhaps  the  greatest  era  in  its  famed  football  history. 

This  is  the  record  Mr.  Moffett  leaves: 

— 1 18  wins  as  against  only  34  losses  and  9 ties; 

— 1 0 ACAL  Championships  and  a share  of  another; 

— A victory  string  of  41  consecutive  games; 

— Selected  as  head  coach  of  three  major  All-Star  games: 

1.  In  1948  he  took  a Western  United  States  team  to  Hawaii  and  won  two  out  of  the 
three-game  series. 

2.  In  1955  he  coached  the  East  Bay  All-Stars  to  a 19-6  victory  over  the  West  Bay. 

3.  In  1958  his  North  Shrine  team  played  a thrilling  8-8  tie  with  the  South  before 
48,000  fans  in  the  Los  Angeles  Coliseum. 

While  his  powerhouse  Yellowjacket  teams  were  hard-nosed,  hard-hitting  and  skilled  in 
fundamentals,  they  also  were  respected  as  clean  and  exemplifying  good  sportsmanship. 

Mr.  Moffett  always  believed  in  the  philosophy  that  football  is  a game  that  prepares  a 
boy  for  the  tougher  competition  in  life.  He  followed  this  theory  right  down  the  line,  and 
always  was  ready  to  lend  a boy  a helping  hand,  no  matter  what  the  problem. 

Mr.  Moffett's  accomplishments  were  many  and  gloried,  but  he  never  was  one  to  boast 
or  "throw  his  weight  around."  As  a result,  few  people  in  school  were  aware  of  the  many 
instances  when  he  willingly  helped  a needy  student  — providing  guidance,  advice  and 
actually  made  purchases  of  clothing  and  shoes  for  them. 

Only  those  students  who  benefited  from  his  benevolence  will  ever  realize  the  significant 
contribution  he  has  made  in  their  lives. 

So,  Mr.  Moffett,  we  students  at  Berkeley  High  salute  and  cheer  you  and  thank  you 
for  all  the  wonderful  memories,  thrills,  experiences  and  good-will  you  have  given  our  school. 


Dr.  Thomas  L.  Nelson

Dr.  Thomas  L.  Nelson,  a master  builder  of  school  houses  and  educational  programs, 
assumed  his  position  as  Superintendent  of  the  Berkeley  Unified  School  District  on  July  1, 
1945. 

His  previous  assignments  as  District  Superintendent  of  Kern  County  Union  High 
School  and  Junior  College  District  and  of  Yuba  City  Union  High  School  District  gave  him 
opportunities  to  apply  his  training,  experience,  and  genius  in  creating  a number  of  attrac- 
tive, functional,  and  sturdy  school  buildings. 

In  Berkeley,  he  found  some  of  the  poorest  elementary  school  buildings  in  the  United 
States  and  several  unfinished  secondary  school  structures. 

As  a result  of  his  fine  leadership,  his  dedication  to  service,  and  his  driving  power  for 
perfection,  we  now  have  in  Berkeley  three  kindergarten-primary  schools;  the  outstanding 
LeConte,  Columbus,  Franklin,  Jefferson,  and  Washington  Elementary  Schools;  the  com- 
pleted Garfield  Junior  High  School;  and  the  beautiful  Berkeley  High  School  Community 
Theater  and  attached  units. 

After  seven  school  bond  election  defeats  during  a period  of  29  years,  Dr.  Nelson,  his 
enthusiastic  Board  of  Education  members  and  professional  colleagues,  and  a grand  group 
of  dedicated  citizens,  presented  a school  building  construction  plan  to  the  electorate  and 
won  its  approval  in  1948. 

Our  attractive  buildings  meet  well  the  educational  needs  of  thousands  of  children, 
youth,  and  adults  each  year.  They  serve  as  beautiful  testimonials  to  the  outstanding  abili- 
ties of  our  former  Superintendent. 

He  retired  on  June  30,  1958  after  13  years  in  the  top  administrative  post.  This  length 
of  service  is  the  longest  on  record  for  any  Berkeley  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dr.  Thomas  L.  Nelson  indeed  left  Berkeley  a much  better  place  than  he  found  it.

It  is  hoped  that 
our  campus  remains  open.  Do  you  accept  the  challenge?
